Erosion Control Projects

JJity landscape crews have completed a number of minor 
projects along the Greenbelt Lake trail in order to curb 
erosion. According to City Horticulturist William Phelan, 
t he work was undertaken as the result of a survey previous- 
ly made by Director of Planning and Community Develop- 
ment Celia Wilson as part of the development of the Lake 
Park Master Plan. Wilson had identified a number of areas 
m which erosion was a problem.

Plans for renovation of 
the parking lots by Roose- 
vent Center Mall were ap¬ 
proved at the January 12 
regular council meeting. 
Council also looked at issues 
concerning the theater in 
Roosevelt Center (see last 
week’s story), the conces¬ 
sion stand in “Buddy” At¬ 
tick Lake Park, pool rates 
for the disabled, a proposed 
water rate charge, and cable 
TV franchise. It also auth¬ 
orized money for several 
items. 

First up, though, was an intro¬ 
duction of the city’s newest em¬ 
ployees—members of the new 
code enforcement staff. They are 
John Lowe (who has worked on 
the Board of License Commis¬ 
sioners) and Charlynn Cockfield, 
who are the community develop¬ 
ment inspectors, and Vanessa 
Scott, who is the executive sec¬ 
retary. Scott, a recent graduate, 
plans to attend law school in two 
years. Cockfield also is a recent 
graduate and has worked as a 
tenant advocate in Baltimore in 
her spare time. 

They have moved into their 
new office in Springhill Lake 
and have already started doing 
inspections. 

Parking Lots 

Plans for reruvating the park¬ 
ing lots near the Roosevelt Cen¬ 
ter Mall were approved by coun-

Greenbelt residents ad¬ 
dressed a legislative panel on 
January 16 at the Greenbelt 
Municipal Building with 
questions and comments on 
various issues, including a 
proposed new development 
water charge, state teacher 
retirement plans and busi¬ 
ness development in the area. 

Mayor Gil Weidenfeld wel¬ 
comed Sen. Leo Green (D), Del. 
Mary Conroy (D), Del. Joan Pit¬ 
kin (D), and Del. James Hubbard 
(D) t state representatives of the 
23rd District. The mayor told 
the audience that the officials 
will be updating the city on re¬ 
lated issues in February, after 
the Governor has completed the 
budget. 

Questions 

Larry Goldberg of Plateau 
Place questioned a panelist’s po¬ 
sition on a proposed bill (MbPG 
21-93) which would permit 
W-S.S.C. to make special charges 
to the developers of new con¬ 
struction projects for water util¬ 
ity upgrade costs. Goldberg in¬ 
dicated that the bill, supported 
by the Washington Suburban 


cil. The project will be paid for 
using $350,000 of Community 
De\elopment funds and $441,000 
from George Christacos, owner 
of the Roosevelt Center build¬ 
ings. 

Highlights of the plan include 
16 more parking spaces, 140 per¬ 
cent more green space in the form 
of islands, new plants on the 
islands, brick pavers on the 
crosswalks, conduits underground 
for use during the Labor Day 
Festival, and handicap access be¬ 
tween the Co-op and the theater. 

Celia Wilson, Director of Plan¬ 
ning and Community Develop¬ 
ment, said she would be back 
before council with a manage¬ 
ment plan of the parking lots and 
Horticulturist Bill Phelan would 
have a landscape plan. The lar¬ 
ger trees surrounding the park¬ 
ing lots will be preserved. 

Sheldon Goldberg worried that 
it will be impossible for those 
not living in the central part 
of town to use the facilities 
because they will not be able to 
find a parking place- Finding 
a parking place is already hard, 
he said, and it will be worse 
when the community center 
opens. What is being done about 
this? he asked. 

Wilson answered that the com¬ 
munity center would use existing 
paved areas. City Manager Dan- 
ied Hobbs noted that a previous 
plan was more than twice as 
expensive and used green space. 

Council member Antoinette 
Bram said she still thought the 


Sanitary Commission and many 
citizens of Greenbelt, is being 
opposed by Del. Hubbard. 

Hubbard, the only panelist who 
opposes the legislation, implied 
that the systems development 
charge (SDC) is a scare tactic 
by the water company to pressure 
homeowners to support the bill. 
According to Hubbard, the charge 
will simply be passed on to new 
home buyers in the form of high¬ 
er front foot benefit fees. He 
went on to explain that WSSC 
has had surpluses in previous 
years that could have effectively 
offset the need for the SDC 
now. 

Hubbard told the citizens that 
he is proposing a bill that could 
spread out the charge over a 
longer period in order to keep 
down new home prices and would 
also allow WSSC to patent and 
market valuable scientific prod¬ 
ucts that they cannot do cur¬ 
rently as a government affili¬ 
ated entity. Hubbard predicted 
that WSSC* will request a rate 
increase to current customers, 
even with the proposed charge. 

Dels. Conroy and Pitkin both 
support the bill. Pitkin said that 
she “feels that any upgrade 


bottleneck near the pool was a 
problem not adequately address¬ 
ed. She suggested opening part 
of the big island in the north 
lot so people going to the po 3 t 
office would not have to wait in 
the pool line. Let us not give 
the post office any reason to 
complain, she said, since they 
have frequently threatened to 
leave. 

The city’s consultant pointed 
out that the parking lot will be 
eight feet wider at the drop-off 
point in the plan. A cut-out in 
the island (so one can drive 
through the island) would take 
out six parking spaces, she ex¬ 
plained. 

Council members Edward Pu- 
tens and Rodney Roberts won¬ 
dered if there could ba more 
compact parking spaces. But 
Mayor Gil Weidenfeld cautioned 
that too many compact spaces 
could be uncomfortable and cited 
the parking lot near Sports Au¬ 
thority as an example. The con¬ 
sultant promised to look at the 
issue again. 

In other issues, Doug Love 
lobbied to save some of the trees 
in the parking lots. Jim Cassels 
said 38 feet of maneuvering space 
by the loading dock of the Co op 
looked good- 

Concession Stand 

The two-year lease for the 
concession stand in “Buddy * At¬ 
tick Lake Park expires at the 
end of January, But after some 
discussion council still felt there

costs should fall on new home- 
owners.” Conroy, noting the num¬ 
ber of condominium developments 
in Greenbelt, said her constitu¬ 
ents have been very clear that 
they want builders and new resi¬ 
dents to pay for th -2 upgrade 
costs. She said, “If that’s what 
they want, that’s what they elect¬ 
ed me for, that’s what I will 
do.” According to Mayoi Weid¬ 
enfeld, the Greenbelt city council 
will discuss whether to support 
the measure at a January 25 
council meeting. 

Other Issues 

The legislators also hinted that 
because of the decrease in de¬ 
fense spending, the state will be 
focusing on diversifying into 
other areas of economic develop¬ 
ment such as agriculture, com¬ 
puters, and human services. 
President Bill Clinton had many 
strong supporters in Maryland 
during his campaign and Del. 
Conroy intimated that those alli¬ 
ances might prove beneficial for 
bringing new industry into the 
state. She said that “Interna¬ 
tional trade is the key to Mary¬ 
land’s ‘mpioyment future,” Sen. 
Green suggested providing incen-

On the other side of the path 
from the concession stand an 
eroded area was filled and sta¬ 
bilized with logs. Holly trees, 
mountain laurel and day lilies 
were planted. 

The path out to the peninsula 
has been chipped Phelan noted 
that in other areas where chip¬ 
ping had been done previously, 
the decaying material had helped 
to reestablish grass. 

Behind the homes on Lakeside 
near the peninsula, three projects 
have been done. A steep em¬ 
bankment where a log had been 
previously used alongside the 
path and water had eroded under 
it has been terraced using logs 
for retainers. The terraces have 
been planted wita native type 
trees and plants. Nearby, a trail 
used by fishermen to get to the 
lake shore has been terraced into 
a set of giant log steps with a 
bluestone surface. 

A little further to the west 
at a curve in the path, rocks have 
been placed along the outer edge 
of the path where a small em¬ 
bankment had been eroding. Dirt 
has been filled in between the 
rocks and plantings of native 
plants will be made later on. 
Phelan advised that he intends 
to plant columbines, coral belles, 
phlox, ferns and Solomon’s Seal. 

Planned for the spring is the 
re-sodding of the worn path be¬ 
tween the parking lot and the 
lake path that runs beside the 
bandstand. New trees will be 
strategically placed so as to dis¬ 
courage park users from re¬ 
establishing the trail. The idea 
is to disperse park users all over 
the lawn area. The Master Plan 
for “Buddy” Attick Park calls 
for a paved circular path between 


the parking lot and the lake 
trail in order to provide access 
routes to the lake which are 
suitable for handicapped use. 
This project has not yet been 
funded. 

NationalGuardHoIds 
Riot Training Here 

Eighty members of the Mary¬ 
land National Guard will take 
part in civil disturbance train¬ 
ing this weekend in Greenbelt. 
Charley Company, 1st Batallion, 
115th Infantry, based at the 
Greenbelt Armory, will spend 
eight hours each day in a newly 
mandated program to better pre¬ 
pare the National Guard for riot 
control. The Los Angeles riots 
demonstrated areas where the 
Guard could improve its effect¬ 
iveness. 

Exercises on Saturday will 
teach troops how to apprehend 
and search a suspect, operate a 
road block, and search a car. In 
a joint operation with the Green¬ 
belt Fire Department, troops will 
practice escorting emergency ve¬ 
hicles and securing their work 
area. At the armory troops will 
practice securing a key installa¬ 
tion by placing troops on the 
roof and on the avenues of ap¬ 
proach. 

Sunday’s exercises will be more 
visible to residents. Small squads, 
dressed in full riot gear, will 
provide security patrols between 
the armory and the center and 
along Greenbelt. Road. 

Sgt. Walter Hardester, 220- 
7407, will provide any informa¬ 
tion to interested citizens and in¬ 
vites citizens to talk with patrols 
on Sunday and watch any of the 
exercises. 


New WSSC Charge, New Industry 
Are Discussed at Town Meeting 
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Speak Up 


W1SSC rates are skyrocketing 
because citizens — like you and 
me — are picking up the cost of 
expanding the system for new 
development Prior to 1985, WS- 
SC collected $10 to $15 million 
annually directly from the de¬ 
velopers to cover these costs. But 
in 1985, developers sued WSSC 
over the fee. The courts ruled 
that WSSC could impose the fee 
only if the state legislature in 
Annapolis authorized it. 

Last year, most elected officials 
from Prince Georges and Mont¬ 
gomery counties worked hard to 
convince State legislators to en¬ 
act legislation authorizing this 
change. We believed it should be 
levied on home builders to lay the 
cost of service where it belongs: 
on those who benefit from the 
service. Unfortunately, Prince 
Georges County Executive Par¬ 
ris N- Glendening and ’evelopers 
mounted an all-out successful ef¬ 
fort to defeat the bill. WSSC 
turned to the only other revenue 
source it has — you and me, the 
customers. 

The Prince Georges and Mont¬ 
gomery County Councils and the 
Montgomery County Executive 
and State Delegation are trying 
again this year, to charge devel¬ 
opers a Systems Development 
Charge (SDC) for new growth, 
And, once again, waves of de¬ 
velopers and builders, joined by 
County Executive Glendening. are 
lambasting the proposal. They 
claim that builders and develop¬ 
ers are struggling and cannot af¬ 
ford another fee. I realize that 
the building industry has been 
languishing; but haven't you, the 
taxpayer, been suffering, as well? 

Keep in mind that WSSC rate 
increases are felt by businesses 
too. Hospitals, supermarkets, 
food processors, restaurants, dry 
cleaners and the like are neces¬ 
sarily passing these increased 
costs on to you, the customer. In 
other words f unless the Systems 
Development Charge is authoriz¬ 
ed in Annapolis, you will be pay¬ 
ing for new growth and devel¬ 
opment twice — through your 
own bill, and through an increase 
in the cost of purchasing goods 
and services! 

We must convince our State 
delegates to enact the Systems 
Development Charge legislation, 
thereby authorizing a fair fee for 
everyone. Developers have sent a 
loud message to the General As¬ 
sembly. But if enouerh of you. the 
customers of WSSC, scream 
loudly enough, I believe the le¬ 
gislation will pass. 

The first major vote will take 
place in the General Assembly’s 
Bi-County Committee in late Jan¬ 
uary or early February. The 
Prince Georges Bi-County Dele¬ 
gation members are: Pauline 
Menes, 858-3114; Michael Arring¬ 
ton.

story gave us an account as to 
what citizens expressed regard¬ 
ing whether or not the city should 
“go to bat” for Mr. Sanchez in 
the effort to waive current state 
regulations regarding the sale 
of alcohol, an important element 
in his proposal. However, this 
discussion is really irrelevant to 
Mr. Sanchez’s and the entire 
center’s chances for success. In¬ 
deed. even with a “cinema and 
c"afe” in place, the history of 
the center, and in particular, the 
theater itself indicates that mere¬ 
ly changing the format is not 
the answer. My comments, which 
were not reported within the 
story itself, looked at the bigger 
picture. If this is not Hone, at 
least in mv opinion. Mr. Sanchez, 
in two years, will renort to t^e 
council that this format didn’t 
work either, and the theater, for 
the fourth time in 15 vears, will 
be on the verge of being dark 
again. 

The reality of the situation is 
that we need to increase the 
chances for success for current 
and future users of the Roose¬ 
velt Center. To conduct business 
without such a goal, and with¬ 
out the will to implement a pro¬ 
gram to meet that goal means 
continued financial instability for 
this small historic commercial 
district. 

Five points are pivotal to suc¬ 
cess. First, a marketing study 
for the center should be taken. 
It is amazing to me that Mr. 
Sanchez is willing to spend an¬ 
other quarter of a million dol¬ 
lars to renovate the theater

Second, an effective signage 
progiam must be implemented. 
The historic signs on South way 
and Greenbelt Roads and Cres¬ 
cent and Kenilworth Avenue are 
not effective. 1 suggest using 
the Baltimore City signs as our 
example.

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Three Local Teens Place In National Competition

Wednesday, Dec. 2, was not a 
typical sdhool day for Greenbelt- 
ers Matthew Davis, David Roth 
and Tony Fominaya,eighth-grade 
students at Kenmoor Middle 
School in Landover. They, along 
with 20 of their fellow class¬ 
mates, headed to the Media Cen¬ 
ter Computer room that morning 
at Kenmoor tx> participate in the 
semi-annual Knowledge Master 
Open Competition as a team. 
And they did well, placing 2nd in 
the state, 72nd in the nation. 

Using a computer, the Know¬ 
ledge Master Open Competition 
tests students in diverse subjects 
such as math, history # science, 
geography and English. The con¬ 


test consists of 200 multiple 
choice questions. When a question 
appears on the computer screen, 
the students arrive at a consen¬ 
sus on what the correct answer 
is; then, the student at the key¬ 
board types it in.

The students correctly answer¬ 
ed 182 of the 200 questions, and 
scored 1,500 of 2,000 possible 
points. 

To be a member of the team, 
students were selected based on 
their academic achievements, ac¬ 
cording to TAG (Talented and 
Gifted) Coordinator Shirley Hall, 
the team's coach. 

Questions appearing on the 


contest usually reinforce and co¬ 
incide with the material that the 
students are presently studying in 
their classes. 

According to Tony Fominaya, 
4<i one of the questions on the con¬ 
test appeared on my vocabulary 
quiz the following week.” 

Matthew Davis saw two ques¬ 
tions on his favorite book 
Hitchhiker's Guide to the Galaxy. 

All three students expressed 
a positive attitude toward the 
competition. 

“I liked it because I like com¬ 
petition and I get to work with 
my friends,” said Matt Davis. 

Similar sentiments were ex¬ 
pressed by David Roth. “It was 
a fun and educational experience.

Council Appropriates Funds

were some unresolved issues so 
no decision was made at the 
meeting. The issue will be dis¬ 
cussed again at the next council 
meeting. 

Julie Greer, the present owner, 
said she would like to stay with 
a two-year lease. B nz the issue 
of the lease length was left un¬ 
decided. 

Also at issue was the utility 
bill. Since a meter was installed, 
the city has paid $2049 in utility 
bills in the last 14 months. Greer 
brought out that she is paying 
about $100 a month in utility 
bills, yet everything is off in 
the stand but the phone and the 
alarm. Could it be that the light 
that is always on next to the 
stand is running up tin bill, she 
asked. Council agreed that the 
electricity issue had to be looked 
at- 

Fool Pass Rates 

Reduced pool pass rates for 
disabled, low-income residents 
was discussed but no action tak¬ 
en. Bram brought the issue up, 
as she expressed concern for 
handicapped people living on 
fixed disability income. Swim¬ 
ming can build up their health, 
she said, so “this becomes al¬ 
most a health issue for these 
people.” 

Hobbs said that city staff 
believes the most equitable meth¬ 
od would be an income test. 

There is a long-standing pol¬ 
icy that pool pass rates can be 
reduced at the dersion of the 
city manager on a case by case 
basis.

Tom Traber of the Washing¬ 
ton Suburban Sanitary Commis¬ 
sion (WSSC) explained the pro¬ 
posed Systems Development 
Charge (SDC). which is a charge 
to new customers hooking up 
to water and sewer systems. In 
this way new development will 
pay a portion of water and sewer 
lines built to serve it. Council 
will review a letter of support 
at its next meeting. 

“Growth should pay for 
growth.” said Tra'ber. He added 
that there is a “severe inequiiy 
when existing customers pay for 
new development.” 

The proposed fees will be 
based on actual costs to build 
facilities and the amo arc of fee 
will vary depending on ihe num¬ 
ber of plumbing fixtures There 
were similar fees charged in this 
county for several years and cur¬ 
rently in other jurisdictions. 

Weidenfeld questioned whether 
it affected low income housing.

Cable 

Council decided the city will 
be pan of the cooperative cable 
renewal project with other local 
jurisdictions. This would be 
much less expensive than if the 
city were to negotiate its own 
renewal of the cable TV fran¬ 
chise. The first stages, which 
will be done during the first 
part of the year, are review and 
coordination of franchise renewal 
dates, information gathering, and 
renewal goals. 

Other Actions 

Council adopted an action 
plan concerning its goals relat¬ 
ing to Metro. The plan identi¬ 
fies obiectives and tasks. 

Council approved funds for 
eight items, including a new 
copier and video equipment 
($7,027). Six items that had not 
been included in the Capital Pro¬ 
jects Budget were adopted for 
this fiscal year. They included 
renovation work on the Munici¬ 
pal Building ($3800), storage 
tanks ($9,900), salt storage 
building ($50,000), basketball 
courts ($7,000), alum application 
and stream bank work in the 
“Buddy” Abtick Lake Park 
($140,200), and parking lot reno¬ 
vation at Roosevelt’ Center 
($441,000). 

After a bit of questioning, 
council approved spending up to 
$25,000 to hire a construction 
manager to supervise the reno¬ 
vation of 50 kitchens in Green 
Ridge House. 

An agreement with Marriott 
Hotel for a new directional sign 
was approved.

The city will also do code 
enforcement on owner occupied 
properties, although these prop¬ 
erties are not required to be 
licensed. The city is currently 
involved with two owner-occupied 
properties which do not meet code 
regulations. 

The Department will also issue 
building permits, although the 
county will continue to be pri¬ 
marily responsible for building 
construction regulation and in¬ 
spection. City permits, which will 
be issued for a nominal fee, are

That's right, it's' the main 
additive in this type of motor fuel. Technically, it is referred [to 
as MI3E (Methyl Tertiary-Butyl Ether.) * * 

Maryland is a mandated area that adds MTBE to all graded 
gasoline; 2.7% by weight oxygen content gasoline will contain 
15% MTBE in all grades. Some states may only require 2,0% 
b> weight oxygen, and some areas may use ethanol instead of 
MTBE, This additive does not adversely affect engine driveability, 
but it has the potential to wash clean any lingering deposits of 
dirt or contamination in the fuel system. So. if you're not up to 
current preventive service on fuel filters, these may be contamina¬ 
ted and cause engine driveability problems. 

Oxygenates have been in use for years as octane boosters in 
premium graded motor fuels. The Clean Air Act mandates the use 
of oxygenates in the winter months in about 40 urban areas that 
exceed air quality standards for carbon monoxide,
